Krom  uniKilluted  mountain  streams  comes  a  water  supply  t"  the  iiiy 
that  1-  practically  inexhaustible,  and  pure  water,  good  drainage,  and 
ireedom  from  epidemic  have  eMaldished  Vancouver's  fame  as  the  liealthie-1 
place  ui  ref'deiiire  ill  Canada. 

The  city  is  solid,  well-built,  with  superior  architeclur.d  .lisplay.  ;iii'l 
.verything  wear*  an  air  of  prosperity  and  perman-'nrr.  A  recently  com 
liile.l  table  shows  that  Vancouver  has  ^38  miles  of  streets.  o(  whiili 
twelve  miles  ar<-  paved  with  wood  hl"ck,  and  104  miles  are  macadamised 
and  there  are  fifty-eight  miles  o[  .-ement  walks. 

Visitors  from  the  larger  cities  of  ilie  Kast  are  often  surprised  at  tlu' 
c.mipkte,  comprehensive  and  modern  up-to-date  character  of  the  puhli.

The  eclucationa!,  religirius  an<i  social  features  afforded  by  llus  city  are 
.11  that  could  be  desired  Scarcely  twenty  years  ago  Vancouver  possessed 
l.ut  one  iittle  red  schoolhouse;  today  the  Terminal  City  is  the  rccngmied 
.-.lucational  centre  nf  the  Province,  with  a  fine  public  school  system,  com- 
l.riMng  8"'l<:  ^nd  high  schools,  a  normal  school,  commercial  schools  of 
ihe  highest  class,  and  universities.  Vancouver  has  more  schools  and 
loa.hcrs— and  more  scholars  to  inslruci-than  any  Canadian  city  west  of 
Winnipeg,  and  they  aie.  in  the  opinion  of  educational  authorities  who 
h;ive  vi«iied  the  cr.ast,  belter  organised  than  in  any  other  part  of  the 
Domi'iion  The  school  population  of  Vancouver  has  increased  so  rapidly 
iliat  the  board  of  manaRcment  has  l-.und  great  difficulty  in  keeping  pace 
«itli  the  demand  for  accommotlalion  by  the  erection  of  new  buildings  and 
id.htions  to  the  present  structures.  I  he  total  value  of  school  property 
ill  the  city  1-^  nearly  a  million  dollars,  and  this  is  of  necessity  Meadily 
..tided  to  in  the  supplying  of  the  de 
For  the  year  i(>>7  the  ralepayi 
public  school  purposes.  This  was  apart  from  the  (Jovernment  grant  oi 
$56^00.  The  ci%ic  sraiit  rcrjuired  a  levy  of  nearly  lour  mdls  on  the  total 
net  assessment  ot  the  city.  The  cost  per  pupil  is  low  i,  compared  with 
the  cost  in  cities  of  equal  si/e  in  Canada  and  the  Lnited  States.  The 
increase  in  expenditure  in  the  lail  few  years  has  been  in  about  the  same 
proportion  as  the  increase  in   school  population. 

There  are  now  twelve  public  achr..,[s  in  the  city.  During  ign?  the 
accommodation  was  increased  by  leu  new  class-moms,  and  many  addi- 
tional teachers  were  taken  .m  the  staff.  During  the  year  the  school 
l-pulation   wa*   increasr.l   hy  between   seven   and   eight  hundred   pupils. 

.\  noteworthy  feature  that  has  recently  been  adopted  by  the  Vancouvi- 
'ichools  is  a  savings  bank  system  which  has  proven  very  popular.  At  a 
MMie  when  many  pupils  are  e.irning  money,  and  the  temptations  to  spemi
